Tho profits 
oa three hundred millions of circulation 
amount probably to twenty-five or thirtv mil- 
lions. ' The interest on tho bonds deposited for 
this circulation 13 about twenty millions in 
gold. Thus, by tho extravagant liberality of 
Congress, the banks make from twelve to 
fifteen per cent on their capital. In short, 
their three hundred millions of circulation is 
just a clean gift of three hundred millions of 
dollars to these monopolists; for they draw the 
interest on the bonds left with the Treassry 
as security for their currency. Yet, when it 
is proposed in funding the debt at a lower 
rate of interest to compel these banks 
to 
take 
bonds 
bearing 
four 
or 
four 


and a half per cent interest to deposit 
as security for their circulation, they cry 
out against the measure. 
They have been 


using all their vast influence ia Congress and 
through a powerful lobby to defeat this provi- 
sion of Mr. Sherman's bill. 
It ;s to be 


hoped they will fail 
in the 
House as 


they have in the Senate. • Tho profits of a 
national circulation belong by right to the 
people and ought to go into the Treasury. It 
is a monstrous outrage to give them to private 
corporations. 
Senator C^sserly, 
of 
Cali- j 


fornia, said well in the debate on the subject 
that the national banks ought to be compelled 
to pay a large proportion of their enormous 
proQls to the government. In no other country 
does she government surrender such a valuable 
privilege to private corporations. 
Even the 


Bank of England, which readers the British 
government great s?rvices and performs most 
of such financial djties as fall upon our Trea- 
sury Department, pays to that government a 
large portion of the profits on its circulating 
notes. As this proposition to make the na- 
tional banks take boi'ds at a lower ra'e of 
interest seems to be the only way or reaching 
them or of making them pay some little for the 
extraordinary privileges they possess, we hope 
the House will follow the example of the 
Sonata and make it a part of the Funding 
bill in spite of the lobby and opposition of the 
large number of members interested in these 
corporations.

FlrtE IN OIL CITY. 


Ignition of a Train of Oil Can at Munbull's 


Lundios—Intense Excitement Among the 
Citizen*—': he Fire Mastered Alter Great 
Exertion—Statement of the Loss. 


OIL CITV, Pa., March 11,1870. 


At about a quarter of an hoar before eleven o'cloctc 


this forenoon a flro broke out among some narrow 
gauge oil tank cars at mo landing of Mr. John Man- 
hall. Its origin has not been definitely ascertained, 
but the supposition is that the cars were ignited by 
sparKs falling among them from a passing locomo- 
tive on the broad gauge track. 
The six cars, com- 


prising the train, contained twelve wooden tanks, 
three of which were lull of oil, while the others cou- 
tamed small quantities. 
All of these were con- 


sumed, and so rapid was the progress of the Sanies 
that nothing could be done to remove them to some 
spot where no danger existed to surrounding build- 
ings. 


'ihe consequence of this unfortunate rapidity was 
disastrous. The burning cars were standing not 
more than thirty or forty feet Irom Mr. Hunhall's 
large tank, which contained over ten thousand bar- 
rels of oil. The intense Heat created in this tank by 
the fiamesfeenerated gas, which issued from the oil 
and instantly ignited, forming a large sheet of flame 
and threatening to extend the flro throughout the 
lower part of ihe city. 


Meantime at the flrst alarm the flre companies 
and a large number of citizens had hurried to the 
scene and made the most resolute exertions to sub- 
due ihe names. On the outskirts 01 the flre stood 
six cars, nearly all me t-mKs on whicn were full. 
At great personal risk the liremen and citizens de- 
stroyed the platforms and tore away the leading 
pipes which connected with them. T»ey were, how. 
ever, unable to save the cars, which were totally 
consumed; but the act described prevented the fur- 
ther spread of the are. fortunately tnere was no 
wind, aad in u tie more than an hour all serlona 
danger was over. 


As this part of the town w.as tae scene of a most 


destructive conflagration some two years ago, the 
excitement among tne residents near by, when it 
became known that the lire was raging, amounted 
to a panic, vfbich spreaa rapidly throughout the 
city. An impiession prevailed that the larger part 
of the place would be des;royed; lamdies, many of 
them residing at some distance from the landing, 
packed up tuelr ruruiture and other household 
goods, aad prepared to carry them to a place of 
safety at a moment's notice. By noon, however 
confidence had Been restored, it being then evident 
tnat the names had bsen mastered and could not 
possibly extend their sphere of destruction. At one 
o'clock the flre was entirely extinguished. 


But little else was destroyea than the cars and oil, 
and as the latter was of comparatively small value, 
tne owners ol the cars sustain the heaviest los=.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Feb. 25, 1870.

Portuondo was a planter, having an estate near 
this city, and was never Known or supposed to have 
had any connection with politics. It 19 confidently 
asserted by h.s irlends that the supposition enter- 
tained by ihe .Spaniards tuut he was the corre- 
spondent oi' the .New York HERALD was in reality 
the only cause of his death. Like the others, he was 
a member of the i! asonic order, and the establish- 
ment ol tola fact was enfflclent lor their condemna- 
tion. 


Since the massacre nnmerona additional arrests 
have been mane, but tne parties are still in prison 
ana apparently their trial will be conducted here 
and not in the bush, so there is a chance that they 
may escape the fate ol their predecessors.

Tne captain on srettiufr 
ashore protested, and made forma! abandonment of 
the vessel to the Spanish government, who refuse to 
receive her. and so a question nas arisen which the 
home government may nave to solve.

Mr. Pntllips remains as vice consul. 


The latter is extremely unpopular here with the 
government and the Catalans from the uncompro- 
mising way in which he guards the interests or his 
fellow subjects wno are tae objects of injustice and 
private animosity, and It is to be regretted that an 
ocoasionai man-of-war does not visit tnia place, m 
order to lend the United States Consul more weight 
in the eyes of the authorities.

Is 'It Uleeral to Deface Silver Coin ?—W!IE.£ 


the Sub-Treasury Officers Say. 


An important Question lias been raised oy the re- 


cent advertising dodge or a few business houses in 
this ci ty, which stamped the names of their linns 
upon silver coin and gave It in change to customers 
when gold fell to its present low rates. There seems 
to be nothing in tue lawa for the protection of gold 
and silver coin making it illegal to stamp or cut 
coin so long as its weight Is not reduced there- 
by, the statutes only prohibiting the "mutilation" 
and "debasing" of coin, and there is no doubt that 
the mere stamping of a single establishment's name 
upon a piece would not at present affect its value; 
but the extent to which this may be carried invol .ea 
a nice point for the interpreters of the law to decide. 
A considerable amount of sliver coin Has already 
been stamped with advertisements, and were this 
declared to be legitimate the whole specie of tho 
country •would sooner or Jater become defaced. 
During the rebellion an order was issued by the gov- 
ernment forbidding the placing of any advertisement 
upon the national nag, and there is no reason why 
a similar order in relation to coin may not be g:ven by 
the Treasury Department. It lias always been re- 
garded as tne spirit and intent of the laws tnat the 
com and currency or a country must not be pur- 
posed defaced in any manner, and this Idea was 
strikingly illustrated but a shor; time ago by a 
foreign government which refused to accept in the 
payment of dues its owa bills upon which tue 
vignette of the head or the government had been 
cleiaced with ink so a» to mate a caricature. 
Inquiries mauo by a EEUALU reporter at the United 
States Sab-Treasury yesterday elicited the inlonna-

STOCKS UNSETTLED AND WEAK AT TUE CLOSE. 
The firmer tone of the gold market early m the 


day resulted in no very important advance in stocks, 
although it strengthened the uiarxet, in which trans- 
actions were stdi moderate in amount. Tue outside 
speculative interest is entirely paralyzed by the de- 
moralization produce by the fluctuations m gold. 
The advance in the latter was regarded as simply a 
natural reaction alter so large a lail, stimulated as It 
was by speculators to "twist" the smaller dealers 
and the public who had rushed in to sell gold 
"short," The great abiding truth remains that the 
causes which put gold to 110 # are btui in existence, 
and thepreseut interference with their operation is 
oaly temporary. Tho only active stocKS were the 
Vauderbilt securities, Korthwest ana Lake Shore. 
.The first mentioned rose to r,% for the stock 
and Bi>X for the scrip on tae official advertisement 
of a four per cent dividend to be paid April 15, tae 
books closing therefor on the 19th. last. Bnt these 
Drices were not maintained, as it became evident to 
tbe street that the inside members of the New fork 
Central clique were selling the stock which they ex- 
pected the public to tafce irom tlieir hands immedi- 
ately npon the announcement. Bus as both stock 
and scrip Dave recently advanced about tea per cent 
the aforesaid pablic began to believe that the divi- 
dend of four per cent was already fully discounted. 
Northwest preferred was active under special 
manipulation, and was puohed to S8J£> from which 
it-eveatualiy broke to 86K- The feature of the day, 
however, was Sorthwest common, which, the clique 
m their efforts to unload were selling all day very 
quietly, but which was so carefully nursed that it 
snowed no weakness until culd fell to U2)i in the 
evening, when it broke to 7l><, rallying to ^l% at 
the very close. The reaction in gold during the past 
two days liaa been taken advantage of by the 
cliques to sell what stock they could, but they con- 
trived to put very little of it upoa the public, as the 
latter became extremely indifferent about doing 
buslucaa either way. Tilts afternoon the orders to 
Bell Northwestern were very ueneraHy distributed 
to the regular commission brokers, who cot no. ol a 
vast quantity of it when gold was rising from 113 to 
114. At the same Mine the "bears" started the usual 
depressmn report of an intended issue of convertible 
bonds — the amount ui this mstance being fixed at 
four millions.
